The annual Financial Town Meeting 


of the Town of Ne.w Shoreham was 
h=!d n the Town Hall Tuesday fore- 
noun, Mny 6th. at ten o'clock.

that.he be-not deprived of his liberty 
In spite of .the fact that the man had 
confessed to- bringing false .accusa- 
tions against an army officer with 
long experience and unblemished rep- 
utation, the Department of Jusfico, 
through one of its leading represen- 
tatives, not only refused to take action 
against him,'but declined to'ask that 
his intended victim be freed of the 
charge. The judge took the matter 
into his own hands, dismissed the in- 
dictment, and directed the District 
Attorney ito bring.Creeden before ths 
Grand Jury." 


If this is an example of the sort of 


"justice", that the Attorney General 
has been administering, it is high time 
that his department be looked into, as 
well as those connected with our mil 
itary activities.- Undoubtedly the De- 
partment of Justice has done some 
very necessary work during the war 
in rounding up our alien enemy popu- 
lation,' and in the detection of spies, 
but such travesties of judicial proced- 
ure as that disclosed in the case of 
Col. Hirsch should not be tolerated by 
Congress for a moment.

Seeds planted during the month may'

If there is a ten- 
dency for the sun to bake the sur- 
face, a shade of cloth or newspapers 
will check the evaporation, but this 
shnde must be removed as soon as the 
first shoots appear above ground. 


Begin to cultivate as soon as the 


TOWS can be seen and keep the ground 
loose constantly. 
Next t o a fertile 


soil, this is the most important re- 
quirement for strong, vigorous plants. 
Keeping the soil loosened, not only 
keeps the weeds down, but conserves 
the moisture and gives the roots a 
chance to develop freely. 
Healthy 


plants are more resistant to diseases 
and insects and will produce the choic- 
est vegetables for the table. 


Begin to thin the rows to the de 


sired distance apart as soon as the 
plants have well started. Do not be 
afraid to thin all plants, so that they 
will not crowd. Early thinning saves 
the plant food for the plants that are 
to be left.

After describing the work-of the 


British Navy in the war, Admiral Sims

So skillful had been the German 


propaganda at the time of the U-boat 
scare, and so little had the Govern- 
ments told the people of the real con- 
ditions, said the speaker, that in 
speaking with successive groups of 
editors who visited the British Isles to 
obtain first-hand information he learn- 
ed an incorrect impression had been 
given of the number of hostile subma- 
rines there were out at any one time 
west of the British Isle. Guesses of 
the editors averaged from 60 to IO&, 
although the truth was that the Ger- 
mans were unable to maintain more 
than eight or nine west of the British 
isles at any one tme. 


The effect of the depth charges be- 


came known to British submarine 
crews by personal experience, he re- 
lated, telling how sometimes it was 
impossible 
to 
distinguish friendly 


cr.ift from hostile. After such an ex- 
perience the Britsh seamen were no 
good for three days at least, he said 
and they told how the depth charge 
had rocked even the friendly vessel 
and had loosened internal machinery. 


Work of Destroyers 


High praise was bestowed on the 
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work of the destroyers and their men 
by Admiral Sims.

The German submarine -was defeat- 


ed, he^continued, because at Scapa 
Flow there lay thirty of Great Brit- 
ans battle cruisers, with a comple- 
ment of destroyers and other craft, 
which at any time could come out and 
rush to the defense of the convoyi 
that were being escorted to the Britiih ' 
Isles. The first convoy put into opera- 
tion was between Gibraltar and Eng- 
land. After that the German submt 
rmes found it too dangerous to attack 
convoyed vessels.

ideal expenditure of money. If well 
invested, the receipts of this trade 
would build a great many railroads 
and factories, and add to the perma- 
nent resources of the country. It will 
do no harm if some persistent con- 
sumers of these sweets consider the 
effect of the same on both their stom- 
ach and their pocketbook, and whether 
they might not be able to survive 
with.less. 


However, the money could be ex- 


pended in ways so much more foolish 
and wrong that few people will quar- 
rel with it. 
It will b« a harmless 


outlet to the craving that has driven, 
hosts of men to the saloons.

22 and 27. 


Both these storms will be more se- 


vere than usual; high temperatures 
will prevail till the second cool wave 
enters; that wll be a cold wave car- 
rying freezing and frosts 
farther 


south than usual. Last of these two 
storms will be one of the three heavi, 
est rain periods of May. 


Six months in advance I published 


the following: 
"Last half of April 


will bring'numerous, severe, danger- 
ous storms and frosts will be general." 
This prediction had reference more 
particularly to the storms and frosts 
that occurred April 19 to 27.

Steffens has been a pronounced social, 
ist for years. 
He is the man who 


inade a survey of Mexico, and wrote 
thaVthe Mexican peon represented the 
ideal'df democracy, and that the sal- 
'vatibh* of America lay in following 
his example. It is stated also that 
only a few days ago he urged at least 
one American writer to remain in 
Paris for the second great French rev- 
olution, that he predicted was inevi- 
table and would be accompanied by 
much bloodshed. 


Mr. Bullilt is a youth in his early 


thirties. 
In February ho went. to 


Berne to observe the socialist confer- 
ence that convened there at that time 


• His presence was construed by the 


Bolshevists and pro-Germans, who 
were in control at that gathering, as 
a distinct encouragement to their 
cause. In that connection it is worth 
recalling that Mr. Gompers and the 
delegates in Paris of the American 
Federation of Labor refused to have 
anything to do with the conference. 
After his return from Berne, Bullitt

cans in Paris possessed of Steffens and 
Bullitt, their appointment to the tre- 
mendously important Russian mission 
raised a storm of disapprove!. It is 
said that two of the foremost Ameri- 
cans, both Democrats who are known 
throughout this country, went to the 
'peace mission and made direct pro- 
tests. They emphsized their convic- 
tions that any report^that Steffens and 
Bullitt might render would be pro-Bol- 
shevist. While nothing of their report 
has been made public officially it is 
common knowledge in Paris that it is 
favorable to the government of Lenine 
and Trotzky: And 'not only did they 
give aid to the Bolshevist cause in 
their report, but they, permitted them- 
selves" to be utilized by Lenine as his 
special emissaries, and brought back 
with them a proposa) from'that gen- 
tleman to the peace conference.

FORDNEY GIVES FACTS 


For some years past our i free- 


trade administration has been endeav- 
oring to distract attention from the 
subject of protection by pointing to 
the alien fields' for commercial ex- 
ploitation which we arc assured need 
'but the plow of the'American banker 
and the seed of the exporter to assure 
us an abundant yield. They blithely 
dodge the question as to what compe- 
tition we have to meet in those fields, 
or how we are to profit by delving in 
them if we leave our own broad acres 
to the mercies of European and \siat- 
ic competition. 


At the annual banquet of the Jlich- 


gan Society of New York, recently, 
Hon. Joseph Fordney, Chairman-elect 
of the Ways and Means Committee of 
the approaching Congress, declared: 
"Our 
annual sales abroad, during 


normal times, are less than 10 per 
cent, of our total production. There- 
fore to throw down the bars and invite 
in the products of the cheap labor of 
the world, while we chase rainbows 
around the globe to find a dumping 
ground for B small percentage of our 
output and at the same time neg]ect 
our best market, is, in my opinion, 
poor business judgment. We want a 
foreign market for our surplus, but 
we do not want it at the cost of our 
home market." 


Indeed,. Mr. Fordney might have 


gone farther and said that if we lose 
our home market we will be in no po- 
sition to conquer foreign markets, 
becaues our control of our home mar- 
ket depends on our ability to achieve 
that maximum operation of our in- 
dustries which insures minimum cost 
of pcoduction, without which we could 
not possibly compete in foreign fields 
with foreign manufacturers. 


It was estimated before the war 


that our total production was some- 
thing like $45,000,000,000, of which 
nc-iriy $25,000,000,000 consisted of 
manufactures. 
In 1913 our exports 


totaled slightly less than $2,500,000,- 
000, or about 10 per cent, of the value 
of our mill output, which probably 
Mr. Fordney had in mind when he 
spok« of the "total production.1' The 
peak of our export trade doubtless 
for some time to come was, reached 
lant year when the value of our ex- 
ports totaled 
nearly $6,150,000,000. 


The vah'.e of our total production that 
ye?r is unknown, hut that it was twice 
that of pre-war days seems credible. 


With the exception of construc- 


tion of materials, foods, and raw ma- 
ter'als. -,vc may expect a slump in 
our export trade from now on because 
of retrenchments abroad. As a matter 
of f :ct, Kuropc and the Orient'aro 
buymg commodities from UE now in 
contemplation of capturing our mar- 
kets late- with goods made from those 
commodities. 
If we are to keep our operatives cm- 


ployed, and provide jobs for our re- 
turned soldiers, at wages anything 
like those now prevailing here we 
must maintain as nearly as possible 
tht present rate of production. That 
absolutely cannot be continued unless 
this counliy is amply protected ".By

Roger Williams was chosen Presi-' 


<J«nt of the Colony. 


A warrant was issued to bring 


Pumham, the Indian Sachem, before 
the Assembly and Messrs. Williams, 
Arnold and Gorton appointed a com- 
mittee to treat with him -arid his 
company, and make return to the 


- next Assembly. 


This year an Epidemick went thro' 


New England like that of 1647, of 
which great numbers died. 


Obadiah Holmes, one of the Com- 


missioners from Newport, wns admit- 
ted a freeman. It appears that per- 
sons who 'were not freemen were 
considered eligible to the office of 
Commissioner. 


The Second Baptis_t Church in New- 


port was formed this year under the 
pastoral care of Mr. William Vaughn. 


This year some of the people called 


Quakers came to this Colony, being 
persecuted and abused in the other 
Colonies, and many of the principal 


• inhabitants embraced their doctrines, 


amcng whom were William Codding- 
ton, Nicholas Easton and his two 
sons, Philip Sherman, Adam Mott, and 
many others.

This year the Colony of Plymouth 


laid claim to the island of Hogg 
Island, in the township of Portsmouth, 
as part of Plymouth Colony. 


A letter was received by the Gov- 


ernment of the Colony, from the Com- 
missioners of the United Colonies, re- 
monstrating against their harboring 
and entertaining Quakers. 


The Island of Conanicut, or rather 


Qnanonoquot, . was purchased of the 
Indians this year.- 


Kaskotop, one of the Narragansett 


Sachems, sells to Thomas Gould of 
Newport, 
Aguspemokuk 
or Gould 


Island.

A tax of six pounds to each town 


was ordered, to pay for the powder 
and shot sent from England by Mr. 
Clarke; 


An Act .was passed declaring that 


if any person in the Colony should 
submit his lands to any other Govern- 
ment, he should forfeit all such 
land to the Colony. 


1659 


At a General Court of Elections held 


at Providence on the 17th of May, 
Benedict Arnold was chosen President. 


Liberty was granted to the town of 


Providence, to enlarge the town, by 
the purchase o£ more land from the 
Indians. 


A committee was appointed to con- 


sider some way to make a bridge over 
Pawtuxet river. 


The first yearly meeting of Friends 


in New England, and probably in 
America, took place this year. It was 
held in the house of William Codding- 
ton in Newport. 


William'Robinson, Marmaciuke Ste- 


phensonNand Mary Dyer, belonging to 
the people called Quakers, having 
gone from Rhode Island to Boston, 
were arrested and brought to trial 
before the General Court of Massa- 
chusetts, and condemned .to die. The 
two first were executed, but Mary 
Dyer, by the intercession of her son, 
was reprieved, on condition of her 
departure from the jurisdiction of 
Massachusetts within 48 hours, and to 
suffer1 death if she returned. 
She 


was, however, carried to the gallows 
and stood with a rope about her neck 
until her companions were executed.

exertions of the Colony's agent. Dr. 
John Clarke, and the powerful influ- 
ence of the 'Earl of Claredon, King 
Charles 2d granted an ample Charter 
dated July 8, 16C3, whereby the Prov-. 
ince was made a Body Corporate and 
Polotick in /act and m name, by the i 
name of the Governor and Company 
of the English Colony of/ Rhode Island 
and Providence Plantations. 


This Governor having informed the 


Indian 
Kingb, 
Quissuckquaush

Ninegarritt, that his Majesty of Eng- 
•laod, had been pleased in our Patent 
to take the said Sachems and all the 
Narragansett Indians and their lands, 
under his gracious protection and that 
his Majestv hath given this Colony the 
government thereof.

chems did voluntarily make answer 
that they most kindly thank King 
Charles for his grace therein.

Mr. Coddington and some others of 


the Society of Friends, presented to 
the King's Commissioners their writ- 
tc'i objections to the form of the oath, 
or engagement of allegiance to the 
King, as prescribed by law. 


The Assembly enacted a new militia 


law, 
in which the militia were re- 


quired to train six days in the year, 
and nil able bodied men, not excused 
by law should be enrolled, from 16 to 
GO years old. 


Two of the Navy seaplanes that 


started for Europe on Thursday, ar- 
rived safely at Halifax, thus finishing 
successfully the first leg of their trans- 
atlantic flight. The third plane was 
disabled, but finally discovered on 
Friday 
and towed into Chatham, 


Mass., in safety.
